JOHANNESBURG, March 11.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—A Scot- 
tish detachment was ambushed at 
Benoni today by strikers hidden in 
a plantation, who poured a heavy 
fire into the soldiers, killing eighteen 
of them and wounding twenty-five. 
The Rand Daily Mail places Friday’s 
casualties at 600, of whom 80 are 
believed to have been killed. The 
casualties among the strikers are not 
known.

JOHANNESBURG, March 11.—Fo!- 
lowing the lull upon the declaration 
of martial law throughout the Rand 
on Friday morning, systematic and 
widespread fighting has again broken 
out. 

Most of the suburbs of Johannesburg 
are now controlled by the strikers, 
who have been reinforced in some in- 
stances by mounted commandos of 
Boer farmérs, armed with rifles and 
bandoliers. Benoni, which was be- 
sieged yesterday, fell before the re- 
newed assaults of the strikers this 
morning. This town is only twenty 
miles from Johannesburg. 

Brakpan, fifteen miles distant, also 
is in the hands of the strikers. Re- 
ports from other districts indicate de- 
feats for the police with heavy cas- 
ualties. 

Johannesburg Faces Civil War. 

Anxiety is growing in central! Johan- 
nesburg. where the prospect is that 
the citizens will have to defend them- 
selves from the revolutionary com. 
mandos which are pressing in from 
all sides.

Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Spe- 
clal.J—“In the annals of the South 
seas few stories hold more of adven- 
ture than does a late dispatch from 
American Consul General Wilber, at 
Wellington, N. Z., reporting the wreck 
of the American schooner Columbia 
‘River, froth Auckland for Portland,”

“The startled captain leaped from his

| Even the Goats Are Tired. 

“Shaken but safe, the officers and 
crew dropped over the bows and down 
on the beach—to wander for days over 
the barren rock. Empty of all life 
it was except for a few sad, enervated 
goats. 

“ A ship calls once a year at Sunday 
island, the captain knew; but he did not 
know the time of year. Suva, in the 
Fijis, 7560 miles away, the nearest civ- 
ilization! 

“They talked it over—everybody 
from the captain to the cook. And for 
sheer daririg and pluck the decision of 
six sailors to take an open lifeboat 
and strike out for Suva has few paral- 
lels among ocean adventure. 

Little Craft Sets Out. 

“Equipped with food, kerosene oil, 
distress sea anchors, an oil 
stove, and an extra mast and sail, the 
little 22 foot craft set boldly out, with 
its crew of six—and the captain—leav- 
ing six men to wait on the barren land. 

“Two sails were set, and the little 
company, dividing into two watches, 
worked at the oars when the wind 
failed. Each watch comprised three 
men, one man relieving one of the row- 
ers every half hour. The wind was not 
always kind; once for two long days 
they lay becalmed. Rain added to 
their discomfort. When the sun shone, 
the heat was pitiless; at night the cold 
was intense.

“ Nothing to Blush For.” 

“It is, of course, wholly inconsistent 
with the amenities of international in- 
tercourse that the informal and confi- 
dential suggestions and conversations 
incident to negotiations should be 
stated, but the senate may be assured 
that a full disclosure of everything 
said or dorie in the course of the nego- 
tiations would reveal nothing deroga- 
tory to the part taken by any of the 
American delegates or involve any con- 
sideration or acceptance of any posi- 
tion not entirely consistent with the 
traditional policies of this government. 

“It should be remembered that the 
four power treaty dealt with a sub- 
ject—the Anglo-Japanese alliance— 
which as an agreement between two 
powers competent to make and continue 
it, was not, and in the nature of things 
could not be, appropriately placed upon 
the agenda. Technically it was a mat- 
ter outside the conference, although 
the conference furnished an excellent 
opportunity for conversations remedy-

_“ While I cannot, of course, under- 
take to state what was proposed or 
suggested in confidence by any of the 
delegates I think it entirely proper to 
‘say that the negotiations relating to 
the four power treaty were conducted 
within limitations defined by the Ameri. 
can government. 

“The views of this government as 
to the importance of the termination 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance has 
communicated long before the 
conference met and it had also been 
clearly stated that this government 
could enter into no alliance or make 
any commitment of the use of arms 
or which would impose any sort of ob- 
ligation as to its decisions in future 
contingencies. It must deal with any 
exigency according to its constitutional 
methods. 

“In preparation for the conference, 
the American delegates reviewed the 
matter thoroughly and the entire 
course of the negotiations in connec-

Capitalist 
and Pioneer 
Expires at 74 


Moses J. Wentworth, pioneer and 
capitalist, died early this morning in 
his home, 1240 Lake Shore drive. The 
immediate cause of his death was 
pneumonia, although he had been in 
poor health for the last five years. He 
was 74 years old, and had been a resi- 
dent of Chicago since 1868. 

Mr. Wentworth was born in Sand-, 
“wich, N. H., May 9, 1848. He gradm- 
ated from Phillips academy, Andover, 
Mass., in 1863, and.Harvard in 1868, 
and settled in Chicago in September of 
that year. He was admitted to the 
Chicago bar in 1871. He was a mem- 
ber of the 29th, 30th,and 3lst General 
Assembly, and was the Democratic 
nominée for presidential elector from 
the First district in 1888. In 1885 he 
was made life member of the New 
England Historical and Genealogical 
Society of Boston. He was a former 
president of the Calumet club and of 
the Harvard club of Chicago.

sponsible for the widespread Italian 
feeling that the United States was in- 
terested in seeing Fiume go to Jugc- 
Slavia. It is difficult to make the Ital- 
lans understand that the American 
people are not interested in the ulti- 
mate disposition of Fiume other than 


_ the human desire for smoothing out a 


difference threatening the world’s 
peace. 
Press Anti-American Campaign 

But the germ of the other idea re- 
mains and the expert propagandist of 
the big European interests competing 
with American business abroad are 
ever ready to use it as an excuse for 
further anti-American propaganda. A 
recent instance of this was last week's 
triple blast against the activities of the 
Standard Oil company in stories intro- 
duced by dispatches from Holland pro- 
claiming the wide success of the press 
campaign in Czecho-Slovakia by which 
the Standard Oil company was pre- 
vented from operating its oil propertits 
in that country.

Up until 1895 it was believed that 
no decomposition of elements was pos- 
sible. At that time, however, it was 
discovered that radium, which is one 
of the about ninety known elements, 
naturally decomposes into lead. WNa- 
ture, however, performs that change, 
and until Dr. Wendt and Mr. Irion com- 
their experiments man had 
never been able to produce a similar

GOELET BACK IN

New York, March 11.—([Special.}— 
Robert W. Goelet, New York million- 
aire real estate operator, banker, and

same as those known on earth, the list 
of substances and chemical elements 
becomes shorter and shorter when the 
hotter stars are examined. 

On the brilliant white or blueish 
stars, which are masses of gas at about 
30,000 degrees, only the simplest ele- 
ments are present. They seem to con- 


sist entirely of the gases hydrogen / 


and helium. The heavier metals, such 
as iron, are not present. 
Reproduce Star 

To determine whether this was due 
to decomposition by the great heat, 
Wendt and Irion reproduced conditions 
such as are on the stars and actually 
succeeded in reaching a temperature 
twice as high as that of the hottest 
star, and found that ordinary metals 
are decomposed into the simple gases, 
particularly helium. 

The method used wa the same as 
that used in producing artificial light- 
ning, recently announced by Dr. Stein- 
metz of enectady, and was originat- 
ed by Dr. J. A. Andergon of the Mount 
Wilson solar observatory at Pasadena, 
Cal. 

It consists in charging a large elec- 
trical condenser to 100,000 volts and 
discharging this large quantity of elec- 
tricity at high speed through an ex- 
tremely fine metallic wire. The wire 
explodes with a deafening report, as 
if struck by lightning, which, in a 
minor way, it is. 

The flash is about 200 times as bright 
as direct sunlight, but it lasts less than 
a hundred thousandth of a second, The 
pressure developed is about 1,000 
pounds per square inch and the teni- 
perature is momentarily over 50,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Under such condi- 
tions the atoms which compose the 
wire decompose into simpler ones and 
the result is the change of metallic 
tungsten into gaseous helium.

- Were a mistake; it was safer and more 


friends of mine who had left the coun- 
try that I first put up. I weicomed 
the hospitality of simple folk of this 
kind more than that of any others. 
On the whole, I found them abso- 
tutely reliable, even in times of danger. 
Their hostility to the supposedly prole- 
tarian Red rulers was intense, and I 
found mary friends among this class 
of people. The bolsheviki know this, 
though they, of course, only learned of 
it too late, and it has been one of 
the causes of greatest annoyance to 
them. 


An Englishman’s Plight. . 
~ The Englishman to whom I have 
ferred was hiding from the bolsheviki, 
who were searching al! .Petrograd for 
him. It was quite impossible for him 
to remain in the country, and after 
three or four days of exciting adven- 
ture, during which we contrived to 
mes in secluded places, he fled across 
the frontier: into Finland disguised in 
the clothing of his country coachman. | 
- These few days, however, sufficed to 
get me on my feet, and the individuals 
he put me in touch with, who were 


all Russians, served to form an or-} 


ganization which eventually had its 
ramifications in the general military 
and naval staffs and at the Smolny 
institute, the political headquarters of 
the Communist party. Personally I 
was known only to three individuals 
fn this organization, while these, upon 
my approval, enlisted the services of 
others whom they judged reliable. 
As a rule, however, big organizations

When in Finland I had met an agent 
of the American secret service who 
had recently had to leave Russia and 
who begged me, if I should find it pos- 
sible, to take over the charge of the 
organization that had been working for 
him. Eventually I succeeded in finding 
the chief of this group, which was 
small but efficient, with connections in 
some of the regiments in or near Pe- 
trograd and two of the biggest facto- 
ries. This group also was distinct from 
the former two and none of them had 
any knowledge of the others’ existence. 
It was no light matter so to camou- 
flage my movements as to conceal 
them not only from the bolshevist au- 
thorities but also from the inquisl- 
tive among my own agents.

Thé federal prohibi- 
tion commissiener has ruled that, provided 
such liquors are used exclusively in the home, 
* the phrase ‘ nonintoxicating’ means nonin- 
toxicating in fact, and not necessarily less 
than one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol.” You 
will observe that beers and liquors other than 
fruit juices remain subject to the one-half of 
1 per cent rule.

A WRONG IMPRESSION— 

Chicago, March 7.—In Tus TRiIsun® for 
Saturday, Feb. 25, there appeared an edi- 
torial under the heading, “ Prussianized 
Parks,” which criticizes strongly the ad- 
ministration of the national parks. As a 
personal friend of the director of nation- 
al park service, Mr. Stephen T. Mather of 
Chicago, I hope to correct the wrong im- 
pression created by this editorial. 
I am handing you herewith a photostat 
copy of the Denver Commercial for Nov. 
10, 1921, and a typewritten copy of a por- 
tlon of the annual report of the superin- 
tendent of the Grand Cafion National 
park for the year 1921. | 
You will note that the article tn the 
Denver Commercial repudiates the 
charges made by Mr. Enos Mills against 
the management of the Rocky Mountain 
National park and condemns his action 
in unmistakabie terms and says further 
that the methods used by Mr. Enos Mills 
“lend color to the oft repeated assertions 
that his activities are not based on high 
moral and purely public spirited ground, 
| but are prompted by the hope of promot- 
ing his own selfish business interests,” 
You will note also from the typewritten 
copy of the report of the superintendent 
of Grand Cafion Nationa! park that Sen- 
ator Ralph H. Cameron of Arizona has 
filed some alleged mining claims within 
the limits of Grand Cafion National park 
and that the department of the interior 
(presumably the bureau of mines) had 
decided against Senator Cameron. in 
these claims. From this it would appear 
that Senator Cameron's action, like that 
of Mr. Bnos Milis, was prompted by 
purely selfish, personal motives.

OF PRUSSIANIZED PARKS. 


Clinton, Miss., March %.—There has 
just come to hand a copy of your edi- 
torial of Feb. 25 on “ Prusstanized 
Parks,” and I want to congratulate you 
on discovering the real conditions that 
some of us have learned from experi- 
ence. 

My own service, which was put in 
under the permit system, proved so sat- 
isfactory to patrons that it appeared to 
have a future, though throughout the 
past season I was fought by the Park 
Hotel com y in every way possible, 
from misrepresentation to being denied 
representation at the information service, 
also owned and controlled by same hotel 
company. 

In August I was informed by em- 
ployés of the hotel company that I 
would be forced out, as “ Mr. Noble, the 
general manager of the Park Hotel com- 
pany, “would not stand for me in this 
park.” Since my pérmit was for two 
years, ending October, 1922, I thought 
nothing of this. However, in’ Novem- 
ber I had word from national park serv- 
ice that my permit had expired. I wrote 
that expiration date was October, 1922, 
and had a reply from Mr. Vipond, acting 
director, acknowledging this date as cor- 
rect. A number of patrons who had 
written in to protest the termination of 
my permit had similar acknowledg- 
ments both from the Washington office 
and the superintendent at Belton, Mont. 
In mid-January I had a letter from 
Director Mather stating that he Intended 
establishing a free nature guide service 
in Glacier park and would not allow me 
to operate this season. He also stated 
that my permit should have expired 
October, 1921, and that the date 1922 was 
a “typographical error.” Since permit 
was made out in five coples, all of same 
date, and since the numerous letters to 
myself and patrons fully acknowledging 
October, 1922, as correct, this “ error” 
looks peculiar. But the clever idea thus 
killed both my services, the -natures 
guides and walking guides, which were 
epecifically named in the permit. I and 
a host of patrons have protested without 
avail. 

The national park service is very in- 
dignant at my charge that I am being 
forced out to satisfy Mr. Noble, general 
manager of Park Hotel company. This 
they deny, but when I recall the openly 
expressed statements of Mr. Noble's em- 
ployés last summer, together with his 
open antagonism, I remain convinced.

Social diseases, their diagnosis, treat- 


ment, and prevention, is the threefold 
object of the Chicago health conference 
to be held Gis week under the auspices 
of thé United States publfé health serv- 
- fog and under the direction of Dr. L D. 
Rawlings, state director of public 
health, which opens tomorrow morning 
at the Congresq hotel.

venting social diseases that swept ood 


country during the war and that has 
lost much of its vitality and momentum 
sinée the coming of peace.” 

In discussing the importance of the| 
conference which will draw an attend- 
ance of over 1,000 physicians and soci. 
workers Dr. Rawlings pointed out that 
the havoc wrought by social diseases 
today costs the people of the United 
States more money than any national 
project.

“ Prostitution and Delinquency,” of in- 
tefest to social workers and officers of 
the law; “ Diagnosis and Treatment of 
Venereal Diseases,” of interest to phy- 
sicilans; “Clinics and Their Manage- 
ment,” of interest to clinic directors and 
workers.

corresponds to a birth rate of 19.8 per 
1.000 of population as compared with 
18.4 for 1920.

However, the little real estate owner 
must pay. The man with a cottage 
and lot will be forced to settle. Nor is 
there any escapable way from real es- 
tate taxes for the renter. The tenent 
will be compelled to pay his taxes in 
his rent. 

The total personal property taxes 
of the county are estimated at $30,000,- 
900. That is $10 for each man, woman, 
and child living in thé county. Of the | 
total taxes it is fair to predict that 15 
per cent will not be collected, 

Would Be Above Average. 

That assumes that County Treasurer 
Carr will do better than the average 
for the last five years. If he dows not, 
the unpaid personal property taxes will 
reach $5,000,000. If he does as badly 
as the Worst year in the last five, 1916, 
the uncollected taxes total 
$7,200.000. 

In the last five years the personal 
property taxes assesfed have totaled 
$100,840,407, and of this total $16,6865,- 
706 have not been g@llected. After the 
town and county Collectors collected 
ali they could they referred taxes 
totaling $16,685,706 to the state's at- 
torney for collection.

every hand. Any one who has stalked 
into a sporting goods store and played 
around with a bunch of shiny, beauti- 
ful rods while trying to pick out one, 
can appreciate how the fellow with a 
new pole feels. é

This is especially trye of the angler 
who is going to tackle .the fishing 
game for the first time, as the sight and 
feel of a nine and one-half foot whippy 
bamboo rod all lit up with bright 
colored windings is enough to start any 
angler’s nerves a-tingle. Probably 
never before has the fly fisherman had 
such a wide variety and excellent class 
of rods to choose from as can be found 
in the shops today. Manufacturers are 
vieing with each other in production of 
high grade poles, and whether the 
angler is thinking of all wood, bamboo, 
or steel rods, he can take his pick 


At present the majority of the rods 
on the market are steel, solid wood 
or split bamboo, with the last names 
taking the blue ribbon as the favorite 
and best material. During the last 
few years astee! rods of excellent work- 
manship have been turned out in this 
country, and no doubt rods of this 
material make very serviceable jpols 
for some kinds of fishing.

Benny 
Leonard is the most popular champion 
the class ever had—and he nearly al- 
ways wins with a punch. Joe Gans 
was a great lightweight champion be- 
cause he could get up from a knock- 
down and even when reeling snap over 
& winning knockout blow. He did 
that twice th Dal Hawkins. Gans 
was a marvelous counter hitter. : 

Battling Nelson was a popular cham- 
pion because he won his fights via 
the K. O. route, but it took Nelson 
years to work his way into real popu- 
larity because he took so long to win. 
Some of his battles went over forty 
rounds. His other qualities, stubborn 
courage, aggressiveness, and self-con- 
fidence, gave him popularity he 
couldn't win with the more spectacular 


punch.

POINTING OUT ERRORS. 


RRORS deserve more space than 
good play, because they happen 
more often. The errors of be- 
ginners are not the ones in 
question, but those committed by 
players who have had years of experi- 


ence. 


The most common error is the fail- 
ure to take an inventory at the be- 
ginning of the deal, as illustrated in 
the second deal, which follows. Very 
good and very bad play is shown in 
the first deal following’ 2 


West dealt and bid four clubs, which closed 
the bidding. North had the initial lead. 


The first error in this deal was the 
play of the king of hearts at trick one. 
The ace must be in the declarer’s hand, 
and no matter how many hearts were 
held by north and west respectively, it 
was impossible for south to gain by 
putting up the king. ' 

In fact, when there is a declared 
trump there are very few instances 
where it pays to play a king third 
hand on the initial trick. 

After getting into dummy with the 
queen of spades, and obtaining the dis. 
card of the singleton king of diamonds, 
it appeared that the declarer could 
easily secure all the tricks except the 
two black aces. There still was dan- 
ger, however, that the jack of clubs 
might win a trick, should the clubs 
be unevenly divided. This danger 
could be eliminated if west could in- 
duce the opponents to lead trumps. 
By creating the impression that he was 
planning to trump spades in dummy 
the declarer coaxed a trump lead from 
north at trick five. 

Had south played correctly in this 
deal, the declarer would have. lost one 
spade, one diamond, and two clubs— 
four tricks, and his contract, instead 
of winning the game.

ANSWER—This is one of the most remark- 
able deals ever played. North should have 
started with one spade. There was absolute- 
ly no reason for a pre@mptive bid. as it was 
impossible for the adversaries to take the 
play away from him. 


In such cases it is better to bid one, then 
two, then three, etc., hoping for a double. 
Had North started with one spade, East 
would have bid diamonds, West would have 
supportea the diamonds. and the initial lead 
probably would have been a diamond instead 
of a club, which would have given North a 
small slam.

A White Corn Cake. 


Put one-fourth of a cup of white corn 
meal, with one cup of cold water and @ 
pinch of salt, into the top of a small 
double boiler with the water boiling 
below.

Sift flour, salt, and baking 
powder into a bowl, make a little well 
in it, pour In and stir in the milk mix- 
ture, cut In the cup of white corn meal 
mush, then beat in melted butter and 
work the batter until it is wonderfully 
smooth. It should not be thin enough 
to pour. 

Butter tin pie plates well, and put 
into them a rather thin layer of this 
dough and bake in a rather hot oven 
from twenty to twenty-five minutes. 
Baked in this y, instead of in muffin 
shapes, we get a great deal of crisp 
crust with a thin creamy but not soggy 
layer between. Serve bottom side up, 
since the bottom should not only be 
crisp but have a shiny glaze. Cut into 
pie like triangles. This is warmed 
up on the gridiron, turning the pieces 
as in making toast. Cooked farina or 
any similar cereal might be used.. With 
the corn meal we do not get any char- 
acteristic corn flavor. 

| Ring Corn Muffins, 

Anyone who begins to make the ac- 
quaintance of muffins baked on the 
griddle in muffin rings is almost 
bound to like them better and better, 
particularly as compared with griddle 
cakes. If there are a number of people 
to serve, it is much easier to cook a 
batter which might be cooked in the 
form of griddle cakes in this way. 
The whole breakfast bread for a smal! 
family might be Gooked over an electric 
grill at the table in this fashion. 

Use this formula: One cup of corn 
meal, one-half cup of flour, one tea- 
spoon of baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoon of salt, two eggs, one cup and a 
half of milk, two tablespoons of melted 
butter and two or more tablespoons of 
sugar or none. If you want to serve 
these with gravy use none. If with 
maple sirup you can get on without 
any. If you want to eat them plain 
buttered you may or may not want the 


sugar. 

Heat griddle slowly, have it evenly 
hot but not hot enough to burn any- 
thing touching it for ten minutes of 
time, butter inside of rings, put ! 
on griddie, fill about two-thirds full, 
bake ten minutes on one side and then 
turn, ring and all, and bake ten 
minutes on other. The first side 
should be handsome and even brown. 
The other side will look a little like an 
English muffin.

Wall coverings are much more elabo- 
rate in France than they are in this 
country. In an exquisite French room 
the entire wall is covered with blue 
faille. A deep cornice of ivory wood 
connects the ceiling and side wall, and 
below the cornice, clear around the 
room, is a ruffle of silver lace. The 
center chandelier, which is close up, 
to the ceiling, is of crystal beads and 
prisms. 


The double closet has French doors 
fitted with mirrors cut in small panes. 
On the floor is an Aubusson carpet. 
The bed; with low head and foot, has 
the surface of wood (excepting a nar- 
row outside edge) covered with a pad- 
ding of blue brocade. The bed is 
dressed without pillows and has a blue 
brocade cover with scalloped edge, 
spread smoothly over, falling almost 
to the ground. 


In another room, all of the angles of 
the wall are trimmed with upright 
wood molding. This gives a modified 
panel effect. A narrow horizontal mir- 
ror over the mantel has a delicate 
painting above it, paneled into the wall. 
The bed is made exactly the shape of 
& wood framed davenport, excepting 
that it is of three-quarter depth. It is 
upholstered in rust colored velvet, with 
day cover and bolster pillows to match. 
At one side is a low threefold screen 
of ashes-of-roses linen, patterned with 
flowers and little Japanese figures. The 
rust color is repeated in a Persian 
shawl that is thrown over a smal] table. 
The chairs, of conventional Louis XVI. 
shape, are supplemented with several 
period stools, with little brocaded puffs. 
Upright, against the back of the day- 
bed, are two dull saffron satin pillows, 
hand embroidered in silk and chenille. 


The accessories of these rooms are 
feminine and charming. In one is a 
Watteau fan, framed under glass, in a 
fan shaped walnut frame. Little triple 
tables, so convenient to have close at 
hand and light to lift about, are used. 
In nearly all of the rooms the coiffure 
table is identical. It is a small table 
with the top in three parts, the center 
part lifting and having a mirror on its 
under side. The whole thing is much 
smaller than the dressing table with 
which we are familiar. 

Parisian women may be called ex- 
travagant, but they certainly under- 
stand the luxury of elegance, and their

Actors’ Fund, 40 Years Old Today, Plans Another “Benefit.” 


The tin.e approaches for contributing to the most orthodox and patrician 


_torfum, there will be staged the gay and imprompté 
| annual performance known as the Actors’ Fund 
‘benefit. This is the project that is nearest the 
, Showmen’s hearts, and for it they lay aside all dif- 


| resources in an effort to do as much as possible for 
needy of their profession. 

| Much has been written—and believed—regard 
‘img fabulous salaries and spendthrift ways among 
the players. Less publicity nad credence is given 
to the ether side of the story—the record of thou- 
| sands of workaday men and women for whom the 
| stage furnishes a precarious livelihood, but the only 
one poasibie. 

“The tragic difficulty with the dramatic pro- 
‘fession,” says the fund’s announcement of activ- 
ities for 1922, “is that the rank and file of the 
theater have no fixed period of employment, and 
so no regular income. Sometimes they rehearse for 
weeks in plays whose life is a few nights only; 
then comes an uncertain and often long wait for

other engagements. So a whole season may pass in practical unemployment, 


in which time may come illness or other disabilities. But, possessed of their 
pale peculiar quality of the artistic temperament, they are unfit for any other 
| work but the theater.” 

It is for these that the fund is now spending more than $100,000 yearly in 
a fourfold purpose—to bring home the stranded actor, to relieve the sick and 
destitute, to operate its home on Staten isiand, and to reserve for needy 
players “the last dignity of burial side by side with their comrades.” 

The Actors’ Fund is exactly forty years old today. It was organized 
March 12, 1882, at a meeting held in the old Union Square theater in New 
York. Its first board of trustees included such names as those of Lester 
| Wallack, Edwin Booth, P. T. Barnum, A. M. Palmer, Joseph Jefferson, Law- 
rence Barrett, and J. K. Emmett, and during its long career its affairs have 
| always been administered by the foremost people of the stage.

Famous Is Impressive. 

. The Metropolitan was built twenty- 
six years ago. It holds 3,200 people. 
It is probably one of the worst audi- 
toriums, acoustically speaking, in the 
world. Most of its main floor is almost 
level, with the seats so low that the 
spectator feels as if he or she were 
sinking out of sight. It is, however, 
an imposing house from the point of 
view of serving as a setting for the 
audiences. That oblong ring of red 
velvet hung boxes, with the tier above 
tier of overhanging balconies rising to 
the vaulted roof, is an impressive spec- 
tacle when filled with the bejeweled, 
well coiffed women and the dapper men 
who frequent it. 

But, as I said in the beginning of 
this discourse, opera is no longer 
‘smart. No one talks about it or is 
much interested in its supremacy. New 
operas and new singers are not a mat- 
ter of much moment. Even the new 
Viennese artist, Jeritza, of whom we 
fiave heard so much, is not considered 
by the real old opera goer as anything 
especially interesting. “Too fat,” 
“too heavy,” *‘ too loud,” and so forth 
is the verdict. 

. And yet the house is always well 
filled, nor are the boxes bulging with 
the relatives and friends of the chorus. 
If they are, the relatives and friends 
of the chorus wear remarkably good 
clothes and many sparkling jewels.

The asso- 
clation at present maintains a farm 
and school near St. Joseph, Mich, 
where some fifty boys are cared for, 
whose homes are temporarily incapa- 
ble of giving them the best care and 
education. 


Special emphasis is laid on the value 
of proper schooling and home life, and 
each department has the best equip- 
ment for its particular needs. Equal 
phasis is given to impressing the 
boys with opportunities of attaining 
their goal irrespective of their difi- 
culties. No child is pauperized, par- 
ents being required to contribute a 
certain amount to:their children’s sup- 
port. No child knows the amount of 
his or any playfellow’s status, and 
complete democracy is the aim and in 
a large measure the attainment of the 
organization. 

A little more than nine years ago the 
organization was formed and has been 
pushed forward by clubwomen inter- 
ested in improving home conditions, in 
helping these less fortunate young- 
sters, and in working for the “ forma- 
tion rather t the reformation” of 
boys’ characters:

_ When he lifts his eyes from the rain- 
soaked ground, however, the return- 
ing traveler finds much that is dif- 
ferent. The shops, for one thing, are 
filled with eatables—bread, chocolates, 
milk, bacon, and a thousand other 
things that seemingly has ceased to 
exist for German civilians when the 
armistice came, and he thinks sadly 
of the days when a cake of soap and 
a bar of chocolate were open sesame 
to anything that his fancy craved. 


Soap, but It Isn’t Used. 


The population has all the soap it 
desires these days and yet, strangely 
enough, the porters and loafers at the 
Bahnhof are still as unwashed as in 
the days when soap was rare as radium 
and the -waiters in the middle class 
-hotels still serve the meals «with the 
same dirty fingers of yore. 
~ Gone, too, are they all, the old fami!- 
jar places, where for 2 marks the 
harassed doughboy could park his 
khakied form on an American shoe 
shining chair and let a horny handed 
fraulein scrape the mud of Neuwied 
or Hoenningen off his number ten hob- 
nails.

In cdoperation with forestry officials, 
he plans to make hitherto inaccessible 
wonderlands of the west and far north. 
west as popular with tourist and health 
seeker as the best developed sections | 


of the national parks. 

In addition to the importance of this 
new building plan frem a transporta- 
tion standpoint, forestry experts de- 
clare that it will save thousands of 
acres of national timberland each year 
from fire. At present there are large 
areas of Itrackless wilderness in the 
national forests that cannot be reached 
by trails. When electrical storms 
sweep them heavy fire losses occur. 
Speed in reaching a forest fire, ran- 
gers say, is as important a factor in 
protecting public property as speed in 
reaching a city fire. 

In the past, according to Secretary 
Wallace, construction of many urgent- 
ly needed forest roads hae been de 
ferred for lack of sufficient funds. 
Much of the work can now go forward 
The forest service estimates that event. 
ually more than $100,000,000 will be re 
quired to supply adequate transporta. 
tion throughout the 156,000,000 acres 
in national! forests, and that the imme 
diate building of primary highways 
in the system will aid in the popular

\Ruth Law Will 


D’you Know How 
to Deduct Motor 


from Income Tax? 


Here Is the Latest Word on 
Auto Exemptions 
This Year. 


question of income tax is 

always somewhat of a puzzle to 

the average individual, and when 

it comes to knowing just what 

expenses connected with the operation 

of his automobile can be deducted in 

figuring the amount he is indebted to 

the goverenment, he is figuratively 
“out of gas.” 

The following digest of the Income 
law and the regulations under that 
‘law applying to automobiles has been 
prepared by Walter B. Guy, Washing- 
ton, D. C., taxation counsel of the 
National Automobile Dealers’ associ- 
ation: 

All automobile owners may deduct 
from their gross income the amount 
they have paid for license fees, such 
fees being regarded as a state tax and 
being deductible as such. 

The question is frequently asked 
whether the federal tax on the sale of 
new cars, which increases the selling 
price and is therefore indirectly paid 
by the purchaser, can be deducted by 
the buyer. It can only be deducted by 
the manufacturer who pays it direct. 
The same is true as to all federa)] taxes 
on tires, parts, batteries, and acces- 
sories. 

The cost of gasoline, ordinary repairs 
and upkeep of an automobile, !nclud- 
ing garage rent, and chauffeur’s sal- 
ary, if used wholly for business pur- 
poses, is deductible as an expense of 
the business. The cost of substantial 
or permanent improvements to the 
car, such as a new top or body, is not 
regarded as repairs and is not deducti- 
ble. A physician, lawyer, or other pro- 
fessional man is entitled to a similar 
deduction if the car is used primarily 
for professional purposes, 

If the automobile is used partly for 
business or professional purposes and 
partly for the pleasure or convenience 
of the taxpayer or his family, such 
costs may be apportioned according to 
the extent of the use for purposes of 
business and pleasure or convenience, 
and only the proportion of such cost 
justly attributable to business or pro- 
fessional is deductible. 


The owner of pan car used wholly for 
business purposes of the owner is 
entitled to deduct a reasonable amount 
for annual depreciation in the value of 
the car; the owner of a car which is 
used solely for pleasure purposes is not 
entitled to a deduction for depreciation. 

If the car is used partly for business 
and partly for pleasure purposes, the 
depreciation is to be apportioned ac- 
cordingly. Thus, if the annual depre- 
ciation of your car ts figured at $300 
and 40 per cent of the mileage for the 
year was for business purposes, your 
deduction for depreciation would be 
In figuring the amount of the 
depreciation of the car for the taxable 
year it is necessary first to estimate 
the probable life of the car in terms 
of years. The life of a car is ordinarily 
estimated as from four to seven years, 
according to the usage. The salvage 
value of the car should then be esti- 
mated as of the end of the active life 
of the car. 

This amount should be deducted from 
the purchase price and the difference 
should be divided by the number of. 
years estimated for the life of the car. 
This gives the annua! depreciation. 

For example, a new car is purchased 
for $3,000 on January 1, 1921, and you 
figure that the active life of the car 
will be five years and that its salvage 
value at the end of that time will be 
$300. You should subtract $300 from 
$3,000 and divide the balance, $2,700, 
by five, which would give $540 as the 
annual depreciation of the car. 

You are entitied to a deduction of 
that amount, provided your car is used 
exclusively for business or professional! 
purposes, or the proper proportion of 
it if the car is used partly for busi- 
ness and partly for personal purposes. 
The life of a car used by a physician 
is seldom estimated at more than four 
years, 

The premtums for all kinds of tnsur- 
ance carried om an automobile used 
for business or professional purposes 
are considered as proper expenses of 
the business or profession and are de- 
ductidble as such in computing net in- 
come. When the car is also used for 
pleasure purposes, such an item is de- 
ductible, but the item must be appor- 
tioned. Thus, if a lawyer used his car 
30 per cent of the time for professional

purposes, 30 per cent of this item, as 
well as other costs of upkeep and ordi- 
nary repairs, may be deducted. 

No matter what the use of the car, 
any use not covered by insurance and 
sustained by fire, theft, storm, ship- 
wreck, or other casualty, as well as 
any amount paid out in settlement of 
any judgment or in compromise of any 
claim for injuries to the person or prop- 
erty of others, and arising by reason of 
the operation of the car, is deductible, 
though for damage to one’s own car 
the cost of the repairs and new parts 
may be deducted as a business expense 
or loss only when the car was used for 
business or professional purposes at 
the time of the accident. 

A salesman who maintains his own 
car in order to perform his duties to 
his employer and earn his salary may 
deduct as a “business expense” the 
actual expenses satisfactorily shown 
to have been incurred in the operation 
of the automobile for business pur- 
poses, plus a proper allowance to cover 
depreciation. If a business or pro- 
fessional man who uses his car for 
business or professional purposes also 
uses it to drive from his home to his 
office, this is not conside a business 
use, but rather a matter of con- 


pleasure uses, he should not make any 


deductions for operating costs inci- 
dent to such use. The cost of a new 


car is not a deductible item.

Washington, D: C., the church which 
President Harding and Secretary of 
State Hughes attend.

. Henry Noble McCracken, president of 


Vassar college; Senator Frank B. W'il- 
lis of Ohio, the successor of President 
-Harding; Dr. John H..Finley, chairman 
of the commission on international! 
justice and good will, and Dr. Charles 
S. Macfarland, secretary of the federal 
council. The Washington meeting will 
be followed by others throughout the 
country.
